A new federally financed job 
training program recently went 
into effect, and private industry's 
large role in shaping and imple- 
menting it provides a fresh test of 
the viability of public-private part- 
nerships in creating jobs for the 
disadvantaged. 


_ The new program, the Job Train- 
ing Partnership Act, replaced the 
old CETA program, but there are 
major differences.

Past experience shows that 
training doesn't guarantee jobs, 
but the new industry involvement 
i$ Supposed to ensure that the dis- 
advantaged are traired in skills for 
which there is a cemand. How 
successful that will be at a time of 
high unemployment is open to 
question. CETA, for all of its faults, 
did provide people with jobs and 
paychecks while supplying impor- 
tant public services. 

The new program has some 
built-in barriers that are troubling. 
The biggest of those barriets is the 
cut in funding. Its budget will be 
barely half of the old CETA pro- 
gram, and the money will be 
spread much more thinly

After her children became

Over 500 civic, business, pol- 
itical and educational leaders 
gathered at the Hyatt Regency 
Hotel Dec. 8 for the conclusion 
of the 1983 Central Ohio fund- 


raising campaign for the Uni-- 


ted Negro College Fund 
(UNCF). 

—Fhe Vietory Dinner, as it has 
been appropriately named, is 
the last evening of the cam- 
paign year to raise money to 
heip sypport the 42 UNCF col- 
leges“and yniversities that are 
currently oviding higher 
education for some 50,000 
blacks and minority students, 
who otherwise could not afford 
college at all. 

Colleges such as Fisk Uni- 
versity (Nashville, Tenn.), Stil- 
Iman College (Tuscaloosa, 
Ala.), Tuskegee Institute (Tus- 
kegee, Ala.), Morehouse Col- 
lege (Atlanta, Ga.), Spelman 
College (Atlanta, Ga.), Phi- 
lander Smith College (Little 
Rock, Ark.), Bethune-Cook- 
man College (Daytona Beach, 
Fla.) and ORig’s own Wilber- 
force UnivesSity (Wilberforce), 
are but a few of the 42 schools 
annually funded through gen- 
erous contributions from Bus- 
iness & Industry, Foundations, 
Special Gifts, Telethon, Com- 
munity, and State City & Fed- 
eral Employees. 

UNCF general campaign 
chairman Peter A. Klisares 
reported this year's contribu- 


tion total will fall about $50,000 
short of its $425,000 goal, but 
will be about 8.2 percent more 
than the $346,688 collected 
last year.

Laurel W. Richardson 


Laurel Richardson, professor of 
sociology, is a noted scholar in 
the sociology of gender and is 
recognized nationally for her 
research on sources of inequity 
against women.

in 1963. Among the major legislation 
enacted during that era of protest were the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 and the Voting 


Rights Act of 1965. 


Abernathy was, standing next to King 
when King was assassinated in Memphis, 
April 4, 1968. After presiding over the fun- 
eral of his closest friend, Abernathy took the 


reins of the SCLC. 


A native of Linden, Ala., Abernathy was an 
early admission student at Alabama State 
University, where he received his bachelor's 
degree in 1950. He subsequently earned his 
master's degree in sociology and continued 
his theological studies at the Morehouse 


School of Religion. 


After a shart tenure as a professor of 
social studies at Alabama State, Abernathy 
served from 1962-72 as senior pastor of the 
historic First Baptist Church of Montogo- 
mery, the city's oldest black congregation. 

Presently, Abernathy is pastor of the West 
Hunter Street Baptist Church, Atlanta; pres- 
ident emeritus of the SCLC; ana president 
with honor of the World Peace Council, Hel- 
sinki, Finland: He is married to the former 
Juanita Odessa Jones. They are the parents 


of four children.

Health care costs increased 11 
percent in 1982, with health out- 
lays per person rising to $1,361 
from $1,225 in 1981, according to 
the Insurance Information Insti- 
tute. Inflation was blamed for 
about 75 percent of the increase, 
with other factors including popu- 
lation age shifts. greater use of 
doctors, hospitals and medical 
tests, and the rise in hospital room 
costs 


The average rate for a semipri- 
vate hospital room in the U.S. was 
$183 87 per day as of January 
1983. This represented an 11.4 
percent increase over the January 
1982 figure of $165.09. according 
to the Insurance Information Insti- 
tute. Rates across the nation 
ranged from $100.00 in Mississippi 
to $250 07 in the District of 
Columbia

White 
died of multiple stab wounds 
and had apparently been dead 
for several days. Police have

And, while local minority 
businessmen seem to feel 
that’s a good idea, an attorney 
involved in upholding the 
State's set-aside law may have 
some words of caution for 
Hammond, warning that such a 
program must be “narrowly tai- 
lored” in order to withstand 


“further court scrutiny. 


In an interview in The CALL 
- POST recently, Hammond 
pledged himself to fight for the 
passage of a local set-aside for 
minority businesses, complet- 
ing @ process that began in 
1982 with the creation of a 
minority business assistance 
program in the Finance 
Department. 

The 1982 council ordinance 
creating the program. con- 
tained goals of 10 percent 
minority participation and 2 
percent female participation in 
contracts, However, it con- 
tained no set-aside. There 
were two reasons for this 
First, with the state case 
unsettled, there was a question 
as to whether any such pro- 


~gram-was-tegaltty-permissible- 


and, secondly, there did not 
appear to be sufficient support 
for such a plan on Council. 

Both of those barriers, 
appear to have been overcome. » 
The Federal Appeals Court 

decision wiped away most 
doubts regarding the legality 
of a set-aside law, and with the 
change in Council there is 
probably now a majority vote 
for passage of a set-aside law. 

Minority businessmen con- 
tacted by The CALL-POST 
generally agreed with Don 
Tidwell, president of United 
Construction, that “The city of 
Columbus definitely needs a 
set-aside.” 

Without some set-asides, 
most of the minority busi- 
nessmen feel, there is no gua- 
rantee that they will get con- 
tracts that have been his- 
torically awarded to white 
firms. 

“If it wasn't for set-asides,” 
according to John Foster, pres- 
ident of his own engineering 
firm, “(somecompanies) 
wouldn't give work to any 
minorities. You've got to over= 
come those prejudices that are 
associated with a tan skin.” 

Hammond's proposal for a 
local set-aside may put him at 
odds with mayor-elect Dana 
Rinehart, whose platform on 
minority business develop- 
ment included his support for 
the creation of an investment 
bank to provide venture capital 
for minority businesses and his 
promotion of the “urban enter- 
prise zones” concept, in which 
| On g-term tax abatements 
would be given to businesses 
which start or expand opera- J 
tions in depressed areas. 

Minority businessmen inter- 
viewed by the CALL & POST, 
divided on whether the Urban 
Enterprise Zones would 
benefit minority businesses. 
Although local architect John 
Coke supported the concept, 
Foster felt that “enterprise 
zones don't mean a thing as far 
aS minorities are concerned. 
Enterprise zones are optimal 
for manufacturing concerns, 
rather than service industries.” 

The investment bank, on the 
other hand, received unquali- 
fied support. Curtis A. Brooks, 
executive director of CMACAO 
(Columbus Metropolitan Area 
Community Action Organiza- 
tion), who has been attempting 
to begin such an investment 
bank in Columbus, felt that “we 
need a MESBIC (minority bus- 
iness investment bank) in 
order to ensure the minority 
businessman that he can get 
the venture capital so he can 
fulfill the contracts that he gets 
from the city.” 

According to Lemuel Sherrill 
of J&L Electric, the set-aside 
concept and the investment 
bank are “like meat and pota- 
toes, they're complimentary.” 

Eight states and.a number of 
cities nationwide have estab- 
lished set-aside programs. Yet. 
while the recent decision 
upholding Ohio's program will

accelerate that process, Jesse 
Roberson, who was one of the 
winning attorneys in the state 
case, is concerned that the city 
proceeds deliberately in 
developing a comparable law. 
According to Roberson, a bill 
must be “narrowly tailored in 
such a manner ag to remedy 
the present effects of past dis- 
crimination without violating 
due process.” 


The Federal Appeals Court 
held that the state's plan was 
“narrowly tailored,” because 
the amounts set aside, and the 
administration of the program, 
did not place an ‘‘undue 
burden” on majority firms. 


In addition, Roberson 
believes that ‘you've got to 
build arecord. (There must be) 
some basis for finding a clear 
legislative purpose to remedy 
the present effects of past

discrimination.” 

To accomplish this end, 
Roberson advises Hammond 
ta “hdld hearings, look at sta- 
tistics and firidings by as many 
different. branches of govern- 
ment as possibie” so that the 
plan is both necessary and nar- 
rowly talolored. 

In cities where set-aside laws 
have already been enacted, 
there was little overt opposi- 
tion from white contractors, in 
contrastto the battles fought at 
the state and national levels. 

in Columb(s, Lemuel Sher- 
rill believes that “the city's 
ready for it, so it could pass.” 
And Columbus, with the coop- 
eration of the new Council- 
president and mayor, may. be 
able to develop a set-aside law 


‘that is legally permissible and 


has teeth -- particularly, if they 
heed the advise of Jesse 
Roberson.

Brightens Neighborhoods 


The Columbus Urban 
League (CUL) in conjunction

The project,'Operation 
Brightside,” which began June 
13 and ended Aug. 19, was 
conducted in three phases by 
Director James D. McGriff and 
supervisors Margaret A. Niv- 
ens and Gerald B. Walton. 

During Phase One, the youth 
cleaned-up designated neigh- 
borhoods within the core city. 
Identified vacant lots that were 
eyesores to the community 
were the sites for cleaning. 


During Phase Two, the youth 


performed community service 
work in nursing homes, senior 
citizen facilities, daycare cen- 
ters and other neighborhood 
facilities. 

During Phase Three, five 


__hours per week were spent ina 


career preparation workshop 
which included topics such as 
School-to-World-of-Work 
Transition, Self-Directed Job 
Search, Interview Techniques, 
Completion of Application for 
Employment, How to Keep a 
Job and Tutoring for College 
Aptitude Tests. 

The 15 youth were recruited 
through East and Mifflin High 
Schools, Central Community 
House, Neighborhood House 
and Southside Settlement 
House.
